this Board a fund for that purpose. 
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Wo shall be able to report more fully upon this matter in 
our next Annual Report. 

In April, $4400 was appropriated for the use of the Lyceum, 
and Library Committee, which was $1200 more than the pre- 
vious year. This increase has enabled the committee to pur- 
chase 528 more boohs than in 1884, and there have been three 
more lectures given. All of this course of lectures have been 
given in the Institute Hall, which seems to be the proper place 
for them ; the accommodation appears to have been ample. 

In February, 1880, at the final meeting of the Institute year, 
the reports of the Treasurer, and the Lyceum and Library- 
Committee were received and accepted, and are herewith sub- 
mitted, as are also the reports of its sub-committees. 

A Committee of three members of this Board was appointed 
to consider the matter of reseating the Hall and to report at 
the next annual meeting.

Public Schools, need only be thoughtfully read to he fully ap- 
predated. 

Then is no more difficult part in any system of education 
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than is the directing the minds of our children so that they shall 
be turned to best advantage during the hours of recreation. 
In many schools the teachers, or some of them, pass their recess 
time in company with their pupils, guiding them in their 
games, and becoming familiarized with their characters, which 
must assist in the schoolroom to the advantage of both teacher 
and pupil. 

Of the Eben Dale Sutton Reference Library too much cannot 
be said in praise of this valuable and well planned department, 
which will cause the name of Mrs. Eliza Sutton to be ever cher- 
ished by our citizens. The value of a reference library can 
never be gauged by the number of people who seek its shelves. 
It is in the fact that volumes are there deposited of such value, 
as to contents and price, that it would usually be deemed un- 
advisable, and more often impossible, to secure them for a more 
general library. In such a library, only, with well filled shelves 
would it be possible for a student, an inventor, etc., to find in- 
formation which would serve as a connecting link between hard 
study and that success which might prove of real and lasting 
benefit to many persons. 

This library is a foundation that grows quietly, and is more 
and more appreciated and sought out as time rolls on. Such a 
library will always be well known, even beyond the limits of 
Town and County and rank as of national importance, more 
especially perhaps among students, but will not fail to draw 
towards it the more modest and quiet reader. She, who estab- 
lished this lasting Memorial, could not have adopted a plan 
more^fte^inent and enduring, in its cumulative value, than 
this plan of endowment. 

Lists of young folks books have been carefully prepared by 
the librarian for use at the public schools, so that reading mat- 
ter can be easily selected by the teachers for their pupils. 
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The fact should not be lost sight of that the arrangements to 

enable people to get their l let on! of foellbra^speedily are 

vow -rood ; and in addition to this it is prolmlile that a case for 
the card catalogue will soon l>e secured which will greatly aid 
and simplify the librarian's work, and therein still farther lessen 
the time consumed in taking out books, besides having other 

advantages.

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REPORT OF THE PEABODY LIBRARY COMMITTEE. 


The Committee ok the 1‘eabody Library submit the 

FOLLOWING REPORT : — 

The notion of the Trustees, in placing nt the disposal of the 
Committee an increased fund over that of several preceding 
years, 1ms enabled them to materially strengthen the growth of 
the Library in its various departments. A comparison between 
the reports of the Librarian on accessions for 1884-5 and 1885- 
86 shows an increase of 501 volumes in favor of the latter 
year. 

Our Librarian, thoroughly interested in his work, and bring- 
ing to it a knowledge acquired by experience, has secured to 
the rending public every ndvnntngc which the Library is capa- 
ble of affording. 

The introduction of the Hectograph and Cyclostyle methods 
of list copying, has proved beneficial, and given patrons accom- 
modations in finding books, which few libraries afford. 

A list of books suitable for use in the schools has been pre- 
pared by the Librarian. And in this connection we would call 
the special attention of parents and teachers to that portion of 
the librarian’s report, bearing on this subject. 
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The Reading room is rapidly growing in public favor, and 
proves a valuable addition to the Library. Your committee 
have, from time to time, made such additions to this department 
as their funds would allow. 

The Library is much in want of some improved arrangement 
for preserving the Card Catalogue, and the matter of furnishing 
additional shelf room for future accessions of hooks requires 
immediate attention, as some departments are already crowded. 

During the year three of the assistants, whose familiarity with 
their duties made them valuable to the Librarian and whose 
civility was appreciated by the public, have resigned. Their 
positions have been filled by others, who arc performing their 
duties acceptably.

The Librarian, as well as many others in the community, has 
for years been convinced that the Library might be m >r« ser - 
viceable to the younger portion of the community, and be 
would have been glad to have afforded more assistance than bo 
has been able to do. In most Libraries of the size of ours a per- 
manent assistant is employed competent to do a portion of the 
clerical work now entirely done by the writer of this. The Library 
hours are not long enough to do all the clerical work needed 
here and most of that work is done at other times. In Somer- 
ville last week a sub-committee of the School Committee was 
chosen to prepare lists of books suitable for school children ; in 
other places the teachers go to the Library and select books for 
their pupils or else make up lists for the same. 
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In some towns and cities an extra appropriation is made for 
the purchase of extra copies of illustrative works for school use 
to be spent under the direction of the Library officers and 
charged and delivered to teachers who are held responsible for 
their return. 

Some plan could probably be devised so that with the co- 
operation of the teachers and School committee the children 
should be directed in the use of such books in this Library as 
would be of permanent advantage and of much more service in 
every respect than is now obtained from skimming over half a 
dozen books a week. 

Should an earnest endeavor on the part of all concerned he 
manifested, it would be necessary for the Library to be provid- 
ed with a case to contain all the catalogue cards belonging to 
it ; so that they can be accessible for the purpose of grouping 
each class by itself and so that finding lists could be prepared 
for the use of the schools and a guide for all. Besides, a por- 
tion of the cards from which the 1872 catalogue was printed 
will need to be re-written at some future time. 

This will be closed by an extract from a lecture by Jas. M. 
Hubbard, printed in the Library Journal for 1885, pp. 28, a 
lecture which is worthy of being reprinted and circulated in 
every community. 

“ If the public library is to be in fact, what it is in theory, 
an educating power second only to the church and the school, 
and supplementing the work of both, there must be some meth- 
od devised by which such readers as these may he helped to 
choose the right books. Without such aid given continually 
and systematically, the Library fails in the principal ends for 
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which it waa founded — the elevation and instruction of the 
people. 

We might ns well turn our children into a school house fully 
furnished with books and apparatus, but with only a janitor to 
see that no injury was done to them and expect the children to 
make n wise use of their opportunities, to take up and pursue 
the proper studies without the aid of a master, as to give chil- 
dren the free range of a largo Library and expect them undi- 
rected to make a wise use of its advantages as a means ol edu- 
cation. 

It is, therefore, in my opinion, a most pernicious error to 
encourage young people to come to a Library, and to give 
them poor stories in a mistaken belief that, t lie taste for read- 
ing being developed, they will naturally and surely rise from 
these to better books. M
